The New York-Paris filer, who is 
in Washington as a delegate to the 
first international civil aeronautics 
conference, spent several hours yes- 
terday afternoon closeted with Maj. 
Thomas G. Lanphier and William B. 
Mayo, chief engineer of the Ford 
company, in Maj. Lanphier’s suite 
at the Cariton Hotel. 

Efforts to establish the truth of 
the rumors were unavailing. It 
could be learned only that Ford 
visited his chief engineer Thursday, 
and yesterday Col. Lindbergh ar- 
rived unexpectedly at the Carlton 
and went into close conference with ] 


Mayo and Maj. Lanphier. 


Disappointment that Washington is 
not equipped with an adequate airport 
for commercial planes was expressed 
last night by Senator Hiram Bingham, 
of Connecticut, president of the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association, speaking 
at the banquet which closed the first 
International Civil Aeronautics Con- 
ference, 

“It is indeed discouraging,” said the 
speaker, “for one to return from a 
visit to European countries where mag- 
nificent facilities are provided for the 
landing of planes and to remember 
that no airport exists in the Capital of 
the United States. 

“Some of our city fathers have not 
seen the wisdom of establishing a field 
for air pilots, and still regard the 
science of aviation as something for 
military men and sportsmen.” 

Lord Thomson, chief of the British 
delegation to the conference, closed the 
evening with an address in which he 
expressed the admiration of the entire 
European delegation at the rapid de- 
velopment of aviation in America du- 
ing the last two decades. 


Ford Predicts Bigger Planes. 


Henry Ford, billionaire automobile 
and airplane manufacturer, was pre- 
sented to the conference immediately 
before the morning session. Later he 
said in an interview that the airplanes 
of the future would not be the light 
or “flivver” type, but would be mon- 
ster ships, capable of carrying as many 
as 20 to 30 passengers. 

He predicted further that winged 
dirigibles likely would move regularly 
on the air lanes of the future, com- 
bining the speed of the airplanes with 
the safety of the lighter-than-air craft. 
His belief was partly borne out by Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, who attended the 
conference as a member of the Ameri- 
can delegation. 

Col. Lindbergh had indicated he 
would make an address today, but 
when he was called upon he rose and 
said there were so many famous persons 
present that he felt any remarks of his 
would be out of place. 

The conference momentarily was 
stirred during the morning general ses- 
sion when G. J. Desbarats, deputy min- 
ister of national defense of Canada and 
chief of the Canadian delegation, was 
accorded an extra privilege address 
which dealt mainly with the Canadian- 
American fiying situation.

Patents 3 Inventions 


Has Automatic Headlight, 
Vacuum Barrel and 
Movie Machine. 


The Princess Elaine von der Lippe- 
Lipski, of 1619 Twenty-first streot 
northwest, has received patent rights on 
three inventions. 

The princess, still confined to her bed 
as a result of the serious injuries she 
suffered recently during an attack in 
her home by an assailant whom she re- 
fused to prosecute, is the inventor of a 
self-operating 22-reel capacity motion 
picture machine, a vacuum-incased 
hogshead barrel, which, she claims, will 
enable meats and other perishable ar- 
ticles to be kept without ice for a pe- 
riod as long as six months, and an 
automobile headlight which diminishes 
and increases its power automiatically. 

Of the three inventions, the princess 
believes the automatic headlights will 
prove to have the most widespread use 
and appeal. By use of a cell contain- 
ing rotted selenium, which is attached 
to the batteries in the automobile, the 
princess explained, the new headlights 
will throw off a stream of light regu- 
lated in power by the strength of other 
lights. 

In the daytime, the princess ex- 
plained, the selenium cell, incased in 
several refiectors, will be affected by 
the sun’s rays to such an extent that it 
will give forth no light. At night the 
city’s artificial lights will affect the cell 
in such a way that the rays it gives out 
will be of a dim nature. 

On an unlighted highway, the prin- 
cess explained, the newly invented 
headlights will give off powerful rays, 
but these will be diminished by the 
lights of approaching automobiles. 

The vacuum hogshead works on a 
principle similar to that upon which 
thermos bottles work, she said. The

Humanity’s Hope Lies in 
Democracies, He Tells 
Argentinians. 


GIVES SPEECH AT PALACE 


Buenos Aires, Dec. 14 (A.P.).—Presi- 
dent-elect Herbert Hoover tonight said 
that the world stands upon the 
threshhold of a new era of advance. 
He was speaking at the national palace 
in replying to the welcome of Foreign 
Minister Dr. Horacio B. Oyhanarte. 

The réception at the palace was the 
final event of a long day of sightseeing 
in the sixth largest city of the world 
and of attendance at receptions ten- 
dered by both the American colony and 
Argentinans 

The morning was spent in driving 
about the capital under the guidance 
of Mayor Cantilo. Besides seeing some 
of the prominent public buildings, and 
the broad avenues, Hoover watched an 
exhibition given by the men of the 
highly modern fire department of the 
city. 

During an afternoon call at the gov- 
ernment house he spent much time 
in discussing the mutual relations of 
Argentine and the United States with 
President Hippolito Yrigoyen and Dr. 
Oyhanarte. 

“I thank the people of Argentina for 
the cordial reception which they have 
given me,” the President-elect said in 
his address tonight. “I come with 
two simple purposes, to convey the 
spirit of friendship and to extend my 
knowledge of our sister republics. 

“It is a privilege to nave traversed 
this great empire and to have seen 
this amazing city. It is a wonderful 
chapter in human endeavor to have 
created this beautiful capital and to 
have raised it among the first in the 
world in practically a quarter of a 
century. 

“Its splendid buildings, institutions,

Formal action taken yesterday by the 
Pan-American conference of American 
states has minimized the threat of 
war between Bolivia and Paraguay and 
has provided an advance guarantee 
against any spreading of the conflict 
if it should unfortunately begin. 

The conference met in public ple- 
nary session and adopted a resolution 
proffering the good offices of eighteen 
American republics to Bolivia and Par- 
aguay with a view to peaceful settle- 
ment of the dispute, and the confer- 
ence alsO resolved to continue the spe- 
clal committee which was appointed on 
Monday to deal with the controversy 

At first flush, the work of. the con- 
ference in this regard appears to be 
more or less of a general routine char- 
acter, merely reiterating the hope ex- 
pressed on Monday. that Bolivia and 
Paraguay would compose their differ- 
ences. But closer examination, in the 
light of existing circumstances, shows 
that the conference has taken a far- 
reaching step in the directiqn of actu- 
ally snuffing out at its inception the 
threatened war. 

Furthermore, the conference has set 
&@ precedent by dealing definitely with 
the crisis in an open, aboveboard, pub- 
lic manner, instead of ignoring the 
danger or attempting to secretly cope 
with it behind closed doors. The con- 
trast between the American continent’s 
way of dealing with international peace 
probiems and the methods which have 
been so apparent at Geneva has been 
referred to more than once since yes- 
terday’s developments. 

Without a dissenting vote, the con- 
ference resolved, as follows: 

“1. To proffer its good ‘offices to the 
interested parties for the purpose of 
promoting suitable conciliatory meas- 
ures with the aim of preserving the 
principle of conciliation and arbitra- 
tion as a solid foundation of interna- 
tional Hfe. 

“2. To continue the specia] comnat- 
tee charged with considering and re- 
porting to the conference on the devel- 
opments which may take place in the 
incident between the republics of Boli- 
via and Paraguay.” 

Dr. Eligio Ayala, the Paraguayan dele- 
gate, expressed his government's appre- 
Clation for the efforts at conciliation, 
but explained to the conference that he 
was compelled to withhold his vote 
until he heard from his government. 
No doubt is felt that Paraguay’s ap- 
proval will be forthcoming without de- 
lay. Senor de Medina, the Bolivian 
delegate, did not attend yesterday’s ses- 
sion, as his government has declined 
to join in the deliberations having to 
do with thé war threat. 

But all the other delegates voted for 
the resolution, thereby solidifying the 
moral force of a!) the American re- 
publics, excepting three, behind a con- 
certed move to avert the threatened 
war. And Argentina, one of the three, 
already has formally notified the con- 
ference that it will welcome whatever 
peace efforts the combined republics 
decide to take.

$165,000,000 Is Provided 
for Irrigation, Flood and 
Power Project. 


COMPROMISE ENDS 
LONG, HARD FIGHT 


Measure to Become Effective 
Only After Approval by 
Six Basin States. 


(Associated Press.) 

The Swing-Johnson bill for a huge 
flood-control, irrigation and power pro}j- 
ect on the Colorado River to cost $165,- 
000,000 was passed by the Senate late 
yesterday after a controversy that has 
extended throughout the better part of 
two administrations. 

The measure, popularly Known as the 
Boulder Canyon Dam bill, was approved 
by a vote of 64 to 11. It now must go 
to conference to compose differences 
between the bill passed by the House 
last session and the one acted upon 
today by the Sena*- 

If a favorable vote is taken by both 
House and Senate on the conference 
report, the measure will be sent to 
President Coolidge who, sponsors of the 
bill believe, is in sympathy with its 
general provisions. 


Provide Stupendous Project. 


The scope of the measure as it con- 
cerns storage and use of waters fol 
reclamation and flood control works is 
among the most stupendous ever passed 
upon by Congress. 

It proposes construction at the Black 
Canyon site in the Colorado River of a 
dam almost twice as large as any in 
existence. This structure would provide 
water for irrigation in the seven States 
of the Colorado River basin. A power 
plant would be built at the dam to gen- 
erate thousands of horsepower of en- 
ergy for electrical uses in many local- 
ities of the West. 

In addition, the measure would pro- 
vide for flood control works for the 
protection of Imperial Valley in Sou- 
thern California, and also for construc- 
tion of an all-American canal across 
Southern California from the Colorado 
River to bring irrigating waters into 
the valley. 

Party lines were obliterated in the 
final vote on passage. Thirty-two 
Democrats, 31 Republicans and the 
lone Farmer-Labor senator—Shipstead 
of Minnesota—voted for the measure 
while seven Republicans and _ four 
Democrats, including Hayden and Ash- 
urst, of Arizona, voted against it.

Two Votes Are Recorded, 

The Senate virtually took two votes 
on final passage, as a number of sena- 
tors believed the vote on the substi- 
tution of the Senate bill for the House 
bill was the final ballot.

Dr. William C. Fowler, District 
health officer, yesterday sought by cir- 
cular letter to enlist every physician 
of the city in the fight against a spread 
of influenza. 

Wholehearted cooperation with the 
Health Department, he said, “is be- 
lieved to be most essential and is likely 
to be as productive of good results as 
any measure that can be thought of 
at this time.”

London, Dec. 14 (U.P.).—The condle- 
tion of King George was less encourage 
ing tonight than at any time in the 
last 48 hours. 

The night bulletin issued by his 
physicians described nis condition as 
“not quite so satisfactory,” and men- 
tioned a “somewhat disturbed day.” It 
gave rise to the keenest anxiety. 

The bulletin issued at 8:15 p. m. said: 

“The king had a somewhat disturbed 
day. His general condition was not quite 
So satisfactory. The pulse, however, re- 
mains steady.

Earlier Bulletin Hopeful. 

This disturbing bulletin came at the 
end of the 48-hour period after the 
operation of Wednesday night, when a 
drainage tube was placed in the king’s 
chest to remove pus which had formed 
there. Medical experts had said last 
night that if the king maintained 
through today the improvement which 
was noted on Thursday, the outlook 
would be favorable, despite the likeli- 
hood of a prolonged illness. Conversely, 
they haa said, if the improvement were 
not maintained the sutlook would be 
grave. 

The morning bulletin had said: 

“The slight improvement in the king’s 
condition noted last evening is main- 
tained. Any progress must be slow 
and difficult.” 

It had followed a night and early 
morning during which informal reports 
from the palace had been likewise en- 
couraging. But tonight’s announce- 
ment of the physicians, which was ine” 
terpreted as indicating that his majesty 
had lost ground in his stubborn fight 
for life, replaced with deep anxiety the 
feeling of encouragement which had 
been prevalent since yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Day is York’s Birthday, 

The day had been a quiet one at the 
palace, despite the fact it was the thir- 
ty-third birthday of the Duke of York, 
second son of King George and Queen 
Mary and next to the Prince of Wales 
in order of succession to the throne. 
The Duke of York, as has been his cus- 
tom, called early at the palace, leaving 
before noon. A little later Viscount 
Lascelles and Princess Mary arrived at 
the palace, and soon after 1 p. m. the 
Duke of York returned with the Duch- 
ess of York. 

The Prince of Wales, who had been 
busy at York House most of the morn- 
ing and who had received a call from 
Lord Dawson of Penn, one of the king’s 
physicians, soon followed. All members 
of the immediate family dined at the 
palace with Queen Mary, joining in a 
quiet and somewhat saddened birthday 
dinner in honor of the Duke of York. 

In midafternoon Queen Mary, 
Princess Mary and Viscount Lascelles 
went motoring.

Ways to Escape Malady 


Surg, Gen,.Hugh 8S. Cumming, ot 
the United States Public Health 
Service, yesterday listed several 
symptoms of influenza, which is 
Sweeping toward this section of the 
country, and suggested precaution- 
ary measures. 

Symptoms include headache, or 
other aches, coughing, fever or chill, 
and severe prostration. 

If one would avoid intiuenza, he 
should avoid needless crowds, take 
advantage of open air and sunshine, 
avoid persons who are coughing or 
sneezing, wash his hands before eat- 
ing, and use only napkins, towels, 
drinking cups, &c., that have been 
sterilized. 

Furthermore, the surgeon general 
advised, keep up the general health, 
drink plenty of water, eat whole- 
some food, sleep seven hours a day, 
keep away from influenza cases, 
avoid dust, overheated rooms and 


chilling and, if any symptoms are 
noted, gv to bed at once. ;:

British King’s Youngest Son 
Has No Police Escort; 
Uses Hired Auto. 


SAILS ON BERENGARIA 


New York, Dec. 14 (N.Y.W.N.S.).— 
Prince George of England, youngest son 
of King George, arrived in New York 
this morning aboard the British cruiser 
H. M. 8. Durban, which had brought 
him from Bermuda on the first leg of 
his hurried trip to his father’s bedside 
in Buckingham Palace, London. 

The tall, ruddy young man in a 
derby hat and a double-breasted blue 
overcoat, came down the gangplank 
shortly before 1 o'clock and, after pass- 
ing nearly nine hours ashore, during 
which time he was virtually unrecog- 
nized, boarded the Cunard liner Beren- 
garia, which sailed at 11 o’clock for 
Southampton, England. 

The prince, who is “Lieut. Windsor” 
aboard the Durban, had expressed a 
wish that none of the usual fuss-and- 
feathers be made over his visit to New 
York, which was his first. Accordingly, 
none was made. 


National Salute Fired. 


Passing Governors Island at 11:12 
o'clock, the Durban received a national 
salute of 21 guns, and replied. A mile 
up the river she was met by four tugs, 
which warped her low gray length into 
pier 54. As the Durban nosed in, with 
sailors and marines standing at atten- 
tion along the rails, the Berengaria 
dipped the colors at her stern, and the 
Durban did likewise. 

At the pier, Sir Esme Howard, British 
Ambassador to the United States, Sir 
Harry Gloster Armstrong, British Con- 
sul-General in New York; Sir Ashley 
Sparks, American representative of the 
Cunard Line; Comdr. Paul R. Foster, of 
the United States Navy; Maj. O. H. 
Saunders, representing Maj. Gen. Han- 
son E. Ely, and Capt. Henry McConkey. 
of the Cunard Line, stepped aboard. 

As the prince walked slowly down the 
gangplank he smil- gravely, and talked 
in a low‘tone with the consul-general, 
who followed close behind. 

About 100 members of the crew of 
the Berengaria, standing on the pler, 
gave him three cheers, to which he re- 
sponded with a shy smile and a wave 
of his hand. He and Sir Harry then 
walked up the stairs to the street level, 
where they stepped into the hired car 
which was waiting for them and drove 
uptown to the Vanderbilt house. 


No Motorcycle Escort. 


There was no motorcycle escort, there 
were no whipping flags on the front of 
their car, there was, in fact, nothing to 
distinguish them from any other two 
men, one young, one elderly, proceeding 
through the city streets.

JURORS OUT FIVE HOURS

Frances Kirkwood, charged with first 
degree manslaughter in connection 
with the death of her husband, Dr. 
Glen Kirkwood, a veterinary, was ac- 
quitted in Queens County court to- 
night by a jury which deliberated a 
little less than five hours. 

Kirkwood died last August from stab 
wounds inflicted during a struggle be-

Other witnesses at the trial, which 
opened yesterday, verified that the 
stabbing was the outcome of a quarrel 
bétween the husband and wife after 
She had accused him of having been 
attentive to other women. 

he court instructed the jury that 
they were permitted to find a verdict 
as low as second degree manslaughter. 
The jury retired shortly before 1 
o'clock, but returned three hours later 
to have read to them a part of the 
testimony of Dr. Hov-ard J. Neail, who 
performed the autopsy on Kirkwood’s 
body. 

The closing address of Dana Wallace, 
defense counsel, gave rise to some 
doubt in the juror’s minds, they said, 
over the possibility that Kirkwood 
might have died as a result of an 
operation following the stabbing rather

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TO KELLOGG TREATY 


Reed and Moses to Demand 
Statement Absolving U. S. 
of Any Commitment. 


WHITE HOUSE DISPLEASED 


By CARLISLE BARGERON, 
The Senate’s two dyed-in-the-wool 
irreconcilables, Reed of Missourl and 
Moses of New Hampshire, apparently 


struck upon a form of attack to the 
Kellogg peace pact yesterday that will 
gather some votes. 

It was in’ the form of a _ separate 
resolution, introduced late yesterday 
by the New Hampshire senator, which 
would give the Senate’s interpretation 
of the treaty. Under its terms, the 
Senate would make known that this 
country’s, ratification of the treaty en- 
tailed no commitments of any kind, 
that it meant simply that it renounced 
war as a national policy. The sanctity 
of the Monroe Doctrine would be up- 
held, this country would not be oblig- 
ed to the conditions of any treaty to 
which it 1s not a party, and if would 
not be obligated to the resort of any 
“cohesive or punitive” measures against 
any offending nation. 

At the White House it was made 
known that the President considered 
the resolution unfriendly to the treaty 
itself. 

While Senator Moses, and others 
who lent a sympathetic ear to the pro- 
posal, took the stand that it placed 
this country in the same position as 
Great Britain after the much discuss- 
ed Chamberlain’ note. President Cool- 
idge was represented as neing convinc- 
ed that the country already occupies 
that position With his Secretary of 
State, the President holds that no In- 
terpretation or reservation of any 
kind is necessary. 

Senator Moses’ resolution, prepared 
by Prof. Borchard, of Yale, reads: 

“1. That the treaty imposes no ob- 
ligation on the United States to resort 
to coercive or punitive measures against 
any offending nation, 

“2. That the treaty does not impose 
any limitations upon the Monroe Doc- 
trine or the traditional policies of the 
United States. 

“3. That the treaty does not impair 
the right of the United States to defend 
its territory, possessions, trade or in- 
terests. 

“4. That the treaty does not obli- 
gate the United States to the condi- 
tions of any treaty to which the United 
States is not a party.”

Hard Sledding Predicted. 


Senator Moses predicted that if the 
resolution is not accepted the treaty 
will be in for some hard sledding on the 
Senate floor. Senator Swanson, of Vir- 
ginia, the Democratic spokesman on 
foreign affairs, is understood not to be 
interested in it. 

The resolution was not offered until 
just before the Senate adjourned. It 
was referred to the foreign relations 
committee, where it will get its first 
consideration along with the _ treaty 
Monday. 

The Chamberlain note undertook to 
set out that Great Britain retained the 
right to protect interests coming pecu- 
liarly within its sphere. It was looked 
upon somewhat as the outlining of a 
British Monroe Doctrine. Secretary 
Kellogg holds that the note has no 
bearing on the treaty, which speaks for 
itself in language that will permit of 
no misinterpretation. 

Senator Moses contends, though, that 
surely it would not be amiss for the 
Senate to give some similar expression, 
to write a note of its own, so to speak. 
His resolution would not be a part of 
the treaty, but simply an aside expres- 
sion of the Senate. 


Brown Letter Made Public. 


Earlier in the day he made public @ 
letter from Prof. Philip Brown, of 
Princeton. It said: 

“l read in today’s Times with con- 
siderable amazement that both Secre- 
tary Kellogg and Senator Borah have 
taken the position respecting the anti- 
war pact that ‘the notes of Great Brit- 
ain and other powers expressing their 
attitude upon the treaty have no bind- 
ing force.’ 

“If they said this, it is so contrary 
to the consensus of purposes on inter- 
national law and inconsistent with the 
practice of courts and arbitration tri- 
bunals as to startle one. I can not be- 
lieve for one moment that England 
and France hold this point of view 
even if they should keep silent now for 
diplomatic reasons. They are bound 
whenever a discussion may arise over 
this pact to refer to their understanding 
of it as expressed in the preliminary 
correspondence. They will also hold us 
strictly to our side of the correspond- 
ence. The World Court or any other 
arbitral tribunal would uphold them 
in this. 

“I am greatly concerned about the 
whole business. The wording of the 
pact conveys very little of practical 
legal significance. It is only a pious 
declaration of good intentions. The 
strange aspects of the situation He in 
the implications of the pact as clearly 
indicated in the correspondence re- 
ferred to, and in the comments of 
European and American observers. It 
is generally believed that the United 
States will not regard as an aggressive 
war any action taken by the League 
of Nations and that we are committed 
in advance to acquiesce in any meas- 
ures of coercion it may adopt against 
a nation held to be guilty of wrong. 

“This is exactly what England has 
long wanted to accomplish with respect 
to what she may do as an agenv of the 
league against neutral commerce.” 

Prof. Brown, added that he would 
urge the United States Government to 
make it clear that it is not committed 
in advance to a policy of acquiescence 
in what the league may do. He said: 

“There should be no ambiguity or 
illusions on this point, either in 
Europe or here. This is no indirect 
entrance into the league. If reserva- 
tions on this point or any other are 
not desired, our Government can still 
avail itself of the same right as Great 
Britain and France by putting into an 
official note our full understanding of 
the pact.”

Donovan Tells Senators Sin- 
clair Will Face Action Under 
Canceled Oil Lease. 


WILL INVOLVE MILLIONS 


(Associated Press.) 

Intention of the Government to in- 
stitute fraud proceedings to recover 
profits collected under the Harry F. 
Sinclair contract for the Government’s 
royalty oil in the Salt Creek, Wyoming, 
field’ was disclosed to the Senate lands 
committee today by William J. Dono- 
van, assistant to the Attorney General. 

The contract was let originally by 
Albert B. Fall, as Secretary of Interior, 
in 1922, and the Government now pro- 
| poses, Mr. Donovan testified, to charge 
fraud in the award of the contract and 


named both men and the Sinclair 
Crude Ot] Purchasing Co., the Sinclair 
Pipe Line Co. and the Mammoth 
Oil Co. 

The Assistant Attorney General 
volunteered this information while on 
the committee witness stand for ques- 
tioning as to his inquiry into the Sin- 
clair contract for the Salt Creek oll 
which was declared void by the Depart- 
ment of Justice last October. He said 
the Government's petition case would 
be filed shortly and already would have 
been in the court, except for the Sen- 
ate investigation. 


Will Amwunt to Millions. 


Although the Sinclair contract was 
canceled last October, immediately 
after the Department of Justice suling 
that it was invalid, Mr. Donovan said 
the Government would institute the 
fraud proceedings in an effort to re- 
cover all profits collected by the Sin- 
clair interests over the almost six-year 
period which the contract was in effect. 

How large a sum is involved has not 
been estimated, but it is believed the 
profits will amount into the millions of 
dollars. More than 20,000,000 barrels 
of oll were taken from the field by the 
Sinclair interests under the contract. 

Mr. Donovan was called to the stand 
by Senator Walsh (Democrat), Mon- 
tana, to tell of the six months’ study 
by the department of the Sinclair con- 
tract which was renewed last February 
by Secretary Work of the Interior De- 
partment. He said the case was re-~- 
ceived from the Attorney General last 
March, after President Coolidge had 
suggested an inquiry into the renewal 
of the contract. 


Walsh and Witness Clash. 


He also said Senator Walsh had been 


called in to discuss the case and de- 
clared “We agreed that it would be 
difficult to invalidate the contract unh- 
less fraud could be shown.” He quoted 
Senator Walsh as saying at that con- 
ference that it would be difficult to 
show fraud. 

The Montana senator asked Donovan 
whether any of the information on 
which the contract later was declared 
void was then in the possession of the 
department and at their disposal, and 
the witness replied they did not have 
this information at the time of the 
conference. 

The exchange between the senator 
and Donovan became quite pointed 
at one time when Walsh asked if the 
ruling of the department was not Is- 
sued just two days after the New York 
World had published a story about the 
contract carrying a statement from 
Walsh why it should be declared void, 
Donovan answered that such was the 
“coincidence.” 

“I will say this, too, and not in criti- 
cism,” Donovan continued, “that it 
struck me upon reading your statement 
in the World that it would have been 
decent of you to come to me with your 
story instead of going to the World, 
I had asked your cooperation in this 
case previously.” 


Hearing Is Continued. 


“Very well,” replied Walsh, “I’ll give 
you my reaction. I found that this 
protest upon which there were valid 
grounds for declaring the contract void 
was presented to you last April. You 
were before our committee after that, 
but you didn’t take me or the commit- 
tee into your confidence.” 

“When you got all this information 
why didn’t you call me up and say 
‘Donovan, what about this,’” continued 
Donovan. 

“I gave you my reaction,” Walsh 
reiterated, 

“That’s my reaction,” replied Dono- 
van. 

Previously Donovan testified that the 
ruling declaring the Sinclair contract 
invalid had been submitted to him on 
October 9, almost a week before the 
New York World statement of Senator 
Walsh’s appeared. He said it was on 
the desk of the Attorney General in 
the meantime awaiting his signature, 
which was received October 17, two 
days after the story. 

The hearings were continued until 
next Tuesday.

Lorton, Who Killed Police 
Chief, Goes to His 
Death Calmly. 


ENDS LONG LEGAL ROW 


Magnolia, Miss, Dec. 14 (A.P.).— 
Smoking constantly, but apparently 
calm, Robert Percy Lofton today went 
to his death on the gallows He mounted 
the scaffold unaided, looked out over the 
spectators while guards strapped his 
arms and legs, said he had nothing to © 
Say, and died while a Baptist minister 
recited the Twenty-third Psalm. 

His execution closed one of the most 
persistently fought legal battles in the 
history of Mississippi’s jurisprudence, 
Five times he was saved from the deadly 
rope and today, almost simultaneously 
with the springing of the trap another 
judge ruled against an injunction 
sought by his attorneys to stay the 
sheriff’s hand. 

Lofton paid the death penalty for 
shooting down J. E. Westbrook, McComb 
chief of police, on August 3, 1926, in a 
rooming house when the chief went to 
arrest him for passing a forged check. 
Lofton pleaded that he did not know 
Westbrook was a police chief, and ap- 
pealed his original sentence of death 
to the United States Supreme Court. 

While awaiting the court’s decision 
he broke out of jail, rambled over the 
United States and Europe, and wound 
up in a jail at Calgary, Canada, with a 
four-year sentence for burglary While 
serving this sentence he was identified 
and the Canadian authorities turned 
him over to Mississippi. 

A new date was set for the hanging, 
but the gavernor granted him four re- 
prieves to permit various appeals, the 
last being on the grounds of insanity, 
He lost all of the appeals. 

Lofton watched the court proceed- 
ings indifferently and sald he was pre- 
pared to die. 

He abandoned avowed atheism for the 
Baptist faith and spent much of his last 
hours in prayer and Scripture readings. 
He wanted to be baptized by immersion, 
but this was denied him and he ap- 
peared comforted when his spiritual ad- 
viser, Dr. H. L. Carter, told him that 
immersion was not necessary for the 
salvation of the soul.

Jury, Out 20 Hours, Clears 
Mississippi Politician of 
Selling Jobs. 


11 OTHERS FACE TRIAL 


Jackson, Miss., Dec. 14 (A.P.).—Perry 
W. Howard, negro Republican patronage 
arbiter of Mississippi, and four other 
Republican leaders today were cleared 


by a Jury verdict in Federal Court of 
charges of conspiracy to violate the 
Federal patronage act. 

Acquitted with Howard were S. D. 
Redmond, A. M. Redmond and Ed. L. 
Patton, negro lawyers of Jackson, and 
J. Scott Hubbard, white, suspended 
deputy marshal in the southern Missis- 
Sippi jurisdiction. 

The jury held the case for 20 hours 
before reporting to Judge Edwin R. 
Holmes. 

After the verdict was announced 
Miller McGilchrist, Special Assistant 
Attorney General of the United States 
aiding in the prosecution, said that the 
Outcome of this case, involving the 
Southern District marshalship would 
not affect the prosecution of several 
other cases of similar nature pending. 

These cases against eleven defendants 
and involving the alleged purchase of 
sale of the post of marshal, deputy 
marshal or postmasterships in Missis- 
Sippi were continued until the May 
term of court because of the preva- 
Inece of influenza.

rather to measure the experiments, 
actions and progress of men through 
the cold, uninspiring microscope of 
fact, statistics and performance. 
“But from these I believe not only 


that the fundamental forces in the 
world are making for progress, but 
that the world today, and particularly 
the western world, stands upon the 
threshhold of a new era of advance- 
ment. Never before has the outlook 
been brighter for the march of peace 
and economic progress, the growth of 
ordered liberty and liberal institutions, 
the opportunity for achievement 
among men and the growth of those 
things that dignify and ennoble life. 

“Economic prosperity is not the sole 
object of government. It is the 
foundation from which we now build 
a finer edifice of life, because release 
from poverty is a release of spirit and 
I believe, Mr. President, that we can 
look forward with equal optimism to 
improvement of political, social and 
cultural structures. The liberalism 
which was born of the American con- 
tinents has stirred all of humanity 
with aspiration for freedom, for that 
ordered liberty which gives full op- 
portunity for individual accomplish- 
ment. 

“The great war gave new impulse to 
the swing of the whole world away 
from its conceptions until as never be- 
fore civilization is now entrusted to 
democratic institutions of government, 


but 


its success. I am one who has full con- 
fidence in the ultimate ability of the 
great American experiment of peoples 
to govern themselves. 

“IT know it is a long, toilsome path of 
trial and error; that its safety lies 
alone in universal education and in 
strengthening of moral qualities, but, 
Mr. President, the fact that this ideal 
has spread steadily through the world 
over a century and a half should itself 
give us confidence. When we survey 
broadly the unparalleled advance in 
human welfare of the Western Hemis- 
phere over this period we may well be 
confident in our optimism for the fu- 
ture of these institutions and ideals 
and the outlook socially as well as eco- 
nomically and politically. 

“With the abandonment of aristoc- 
racy and therefore with no frozen 
classes at the top, without slavery and 
with diminishing poverty at the bot- 
tom, we are witnessing the volume of 
new recruits to national leadership in 
every avenue of life such as has never 
been known before. For these reasons 
I do not fear the social decay which 
has been traditional in ancient nations 
of the past who possessed other insti- 
tutions and ideals. 


“With the vast increase in numbers

freed from the degradation of poverty 
who have received through education 
the touch and inspiration of science, 
art or literature, may we not rightfully 
expect that there shall be uncovered 
more of those rare flowers of humanity 
whose genius lifts all the world with 
their discoveries, their development of 
human thought and their touch of the 
divine through art and poetry. 

“I know, Mr. President, that the 
preservation of. these institutions and 
ideals in a world of increasing com- 
plexity requires constant vigilance, 
It requires that there be many nations 
and not a few, in order that each may 
receive refreshment from the experi- 
ence of the other. Of those to whom 
the western world looks with confi- 
dence for its contribution to the fu- 
ture, the Argentine Republic occupies 
an eminent place.”

Fragments Finally Gathered, 
Bronze Is Made for Ex- 
hibit in U. S. 


WEIGHS 14,000 POUNDS 


Paris, Dec. 14 (N.%.W.N.S.).—"“The 
Gate of Hell,” considered by connois- 
seurs the greatest masterpiece of 
Auguste Rodin, and on which the 


master sculptor labored for 25 years, i 


has at last been cast in bronze, and | 
will be shipped to the United States. 


The immense piece will be on exhibi- 
tion in New York in the beginning of 
the new year. News of the completion 
of the castings was immediately fol- 
lowed by an order from the Japanese 
and the Austrian governments for 
copies. Execution of these orders will 
take several years, 

For the present the masterpiece is 
housed in the Rodin Museum, where 
thousands of visitors each day crowd 
to see the sculpture that had grown 
into a legend after Rodin’s death. 

His inspiration for “The Gate of 
Hell” came from Dante.

TRAGIC TALE IS RETRACED 


Canton, Ohio, Dec. 14 (A.P.).—The 
story of Wilbur C. Heldman, Lorain 
furnace salesman, that his attractive 
21-year-old wife shot and killed Ver- 
mard E. Fearn, Canton coal dealer, and 
then took her own life a week later, 
Was definitely accepted by Sheriff Ed 
Gibson tonight. 

Relatives of Mrs. Margaret Heldman, 
who last night committed suicide with 
the same gun her husband said she 


used on Fearn, demanded a complete 
investigation today, which drew from 
the sheriff the assertion that further 
inquiry bore out Heldman’s account 
of the slaying. J 

Mrs. Mary Fearn, widow of the coal 
dealer, definitely identified the body 
of Mrs. Heldman as that of the young 
woman who called her husband to 
the door of their home on the night 
of December 6 and fired six bullets into 
his body. Mrs. Fearn answered at the 
door when the young woman called 
and then summoned her husband. She 
said she was positive Mrs. Heldman 
was the girl. 

Sheriff Gibson said Mrs. 
death was an “out-and-out” case of 
suicide and investigation corroborated 
her husband’s story that she sent a bul- 
let through her heart as he was bring- 
ing her here to answer for Fearn’s 
death. 


Met Fearn on Wedding Night. 

The sheriff and Stark County Cor- 
oner T. C. McQuate had started new 
gand separate investigations at the re- 
quest of Joe Horner, of Dubois, Pa., 


brother of Mrs. Heldman; Mrs. Matthew 
Horner, also of Dubois, her mother, and 
Mrs. Roy Pierce, of Canton, her sister. 

The sheriff tonight was retracing the 
threads of evidence which brought out 
a story of an acquaintance between 
Fearn and Mrs. Heldman that made life 
a “hell on earth” for the woman, the 
marital difficulties of the Heldmans 
and the subsequent slaying of Fearn 
and Mrs. Heldman’s suicide. 

Mrs. Heldman met her husband here 
after she came from Dubois in 1927. 
She met Fearn and danced with himon 
her wedding night. The Heldmans lived 
happily together until March of this 
year, when they began quarreling. 

Heldman said his wife told him she 
had been attacked by Fearn previous 
to their marriage. Since then, he said, 
he found a letter which revealed his 
wife had been keeping company with 
Fearn. 

On December 6 Mrs. Heldman came 
here, called Fearn to the front door 
of his home near here and almost 
within sight of the coal dealer’s wife 
and 9-year-old daughter shot him to 
death. She coolly walked to a filling 
station and caught a bus into the city. 

Authorities Uphold Husband. 

Apparently she had made her escape, 
for authorities failed to locate the 
slayer. Chance, however, led to Mrs. 
Heldman’s undoing. Before she left 
Lorain for Canton she wrote a suicide 
note. Yesterday Heldman discovered 
it and accused her of Fearn’s death. 
She confessed. 

He started with her to Canton, and 
when they were on the outskirts of 
the city she suddenly put a bullet 
through her heart with the same gun 
she had killed Fearn, 

Authorities were convinced tonight 
that Heldman, who immediately took 
his wife to a hospital and reported the 
affair to Sheriff Gibson, had told the 
complete story, despite the doubts of 
Mrs. Heldman’'s relatives. He was per- 
mitted to return to Lorain last night 
and was informed today that he need 
not return to Canton until tomorrow. 

A check of the handwriting left no 
doubt of the authenticity of the sul- 
cide note. Mrs. Hel@man’s body will 
be taken tomorrow to Dubois for 
burial. Her baby still is in custody of 
the children’s bureau here, where the 
baby was placed after one of her quar- 
rels with her husband,

The inspector general absolved com- 
pletely the steamboat inspection serv- 
ice from charges of failing to make 
complete and thorouglk examinations of 
the vessel before it left New York, but 
recommended that a number of new 
regulations and additional legislation 
was necessary in the light of the Vestris 
experience to increase safety of life at 
sea.

Indictment of Inspector Urged 
in Vice-Protection In- 
quiry Report. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT IS HIT 


Pittsburgh, Dec, 14 (A.P.)—The spe- 
cial grand jury investigating charges of 
graft and vice protection in the Pitts- 


burgh district, sent a presentment to 
Judge James B. Drew today, recom- 
mending indictment of 51 named in the 
evidence and including Inspector 
Charles Faulkner and other officials. 

The presentment said “collusion or 
an arrangement existed between those 
charged with the enforcement of the 
laws within the city and certain law 
violators of the gambling laws and 
those.of prohibition.” 

Judge Drew later ordered that tnfor- 
mations be drawn and sworn out be- 
fore an alderman. This plan, it was 
announced, was to combat possibility 
of attack on the legality of the inquiry.

PAN AMERICA FOR PEACE. 


The resolution prepared by the Cuban 
‘Ambassador, Dr. Orestes Ferrara, and 
-adopted by the Pan-American confer- 
ence yesterday in plenary session, should 
be the means of bringing about: an 
amicable settlement of the dispute be- 
‘tween Paraguay and Bolivia. The reso- 
lution proffers the good offices of the 
‘conference to the interested parties for 
“the purpose of promoting suitable con- 
. ciliation measures, and continues in ex- 
sistence the special committee dealing 
‘with the situation. 
' Since the representatives of eighteen 
-American nations adopted this resolu- 
‘tion by a rising vote, and since the reso- 
dution opens the way for a _ peaceful 
- adjustment of this dispute, it can not be 
*doubted that the Bolivian and Para- 
-guayan governments will accept the 
- tender of good offices. 

It is recognized on all sides that the 
governments concerned are finding diffi- 
culty in holding this controversy within 

‘the bounds of calm negotiation, because 
- of the public excitement in each country. 
‘The people in each case are not only 
‘ ready to fight, but are apprehensive that 
- unless they do proceed to fight they will 
* be subjected to surnrise attacks and the 
’ possible loss of territory that would havé 
to be regained under great disadvan- 
tages. But it is the duty of the govern- 
*ments concerned to take a broad view of 
“the situation, with consideration for 
- future relations with their neighbors, 
* and to resist the temptation to win tem- 
- porary domestic applause by making 
warlike demonstrations. Statesmanship 
~at La Paz and Asuncion now is to be 
‘measured by the success with which 
“peace is preserved in spite of popular 
‘clamor. Any government can drift into 
- war when its people are inflamed, but 
-real leadership will rise above the crowd 
*- and stand firmly for the ultimate advan- 
-tage of peace. 
» If the parties should accept the tender 
‘of good offices they would be warranted 
‘in asking the conference to work out a 
-plan for arbitration of the fundamental 
*question that causes the dispute. The 
-boundary question can be put in shape 
-for arbitration, but it is no easy task, 
-and all parties concerned would be under 
«the necessity of exercising patience as 
well as maintaining their faith in the 


- «impartiality of the tribunal that would 


-be created. 

- The test of Pan-American loyalty to 
‘the cause of arbitration as a substitute 
-for war has come suddenly, and ‘t hap- 
-pens that Bolivia and Paraguay are the 
‘first to be called upon to furnish an ex- 
sample of steadfast loyalty to peace under 
“great difficulties. The two governments 
*can make a splendid contribution to 
-world peace by accepting the good offices 
“of their neighboring governments in an 
“effort to preserve peace with justice to 
“all concerned. 


SPREAD OF INFLUENZA. 


With more than 40,000 new cases of influ- 
enza reported to the United States Public 
‘Health Service, representing, according to of- 
sficials, only about 20 per cent of the total 
-cases, there can be no doubt that the disease 
‘is epidemic. The number of new cases re- 
“ported locally is above the average for this 
time of the year, and there is no reason to be- 
Yieve that Washington can avoid the epidemic. 
The public anxiety is relieved to some’ extent 
eby the fact that the disease this year is of a 
tcomparatively mild character. 
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a ; Public health officials of the Government, 


“of States and of cities can be depended upon 


4 ‘to exert their utmost efforts to minimizing the 
a "fury of the epidemic. 


Inasmuch as the germ 
- ‘of influenza has never been isolated it is not 
- "to be expected that spread of the epidemic can 
_%be averted. It is only possible to try to keep 
' 4t under control, once it has struck, and this 
Scan best be accomplished by family physicians 
-$working in full cooperation with their 
' Watients. The first rule to follow, if one be- 
“Blieves he has contracted the disease, is to go 
Sto bed and call a physician. 

es. The closing of schools and colleges is of 
“sdubious value in fighting influenza. Students 
‘returning from schools where there has been 


wa 
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| an outbreak of the disease are likely to spread 


it, and those returning from schools closed 
purely as a precautionary measure are thrown 
into crowded communities where their chances 
of contracting influenza are increased. Never- 
theless, where the disease threatened to ouf- 
strip facilities available for caring for patients, 
no step other than suspending classes is feas- 
ible. 


GO AHEAD WITH FARM RELIEF. 

Some of the farm leaders as well as some 
of the leaders in Congress seem to think that 
farm relief legislation should be put off until 
Mr. Hoover is President, so that the mech- 
anism to be set up will be organized by men 
appointed by him. In some quarters it is as- 
sumed that Mr. Hoover will want the credit 
for initiating farm relief. 

There is nothing upon which to base this 
assumption. The President-elect stated that 
if farm relief were not enacted at this session 


he would call an extra session. Surely this 
indicates that he hoped for farm relief legis- 
lation at this session. There is no good rea- 
son for waiting. The farm relief project now 
on foot is in accord with President Coolidge’s 
views, and in harmony with the Kansas City 
platform which Mr. Hoover made specifically 
his own program, So far as “credit” is con- 
cerned, there will be credit enough for all if 
Congress promptly enacts the farm relief bill 
and sends it to Mr. Coolidge for approval. If 
he cares to pass over to Mr. Hoover the task 
of appointing the members of the Federal 
Farm Board, well and good; but no one who 
knows Mr. Hoover will imagine that he is so 
anxious to gain ‘“‘credit’’ that he would delay 
farm relief for the sake of getting it. There 
will be work enough for all, as well as credit; 
and Mr. Hoover will find plenty to do, and 
credit in doing it, in directing the early opera- 
tions of the farm relief system. 

Many months of hard work will be con- 
sumed in organizing and perfecting the work 
of the stabilization corporations to be created 
under the supervision of the Federal Farm 
Board. No time should be lost in getting this 
work started. The farmers are 
dreds of millions through the lack of syste- 
matic marketing and the public is 
more for farm products than it 
to pay if better in 
operation. By Nation-wide cooperation agri- 
culture can feed the country cheaply 
than at present and make more money for it- 
self. The public_is- taxed unnecessarily 
too many middlemen who stand 
farmer and the consumer, The excess tax on 
the cost of should be wiped out, and 
the farmer should have part of the profit that 
now goes into the pockets of nonproducers.

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ARMY PROMOTIONS. 


Two measures affecting the important mat- 
ter of Army promotions are before Congress. 
Each seeks to provide a remedy for the so- 
called hump that stands in the way of the 
promotion of many able officers. Although 


there is some sentiment in the Army against _ 


changing the existing status of the promotion 
list, justice to a large group of officers and 
maintenance of morale demand that this legis- 
lation be enacted. 

Only officers of the company grade—lieu- 
tenants to captains—are affected by the legis- 
lation. Following the World War examina- 
tions were held to fill vacancies created by 
the national defense act, as a result of which 
former emergency officers were appointed to 
all grades from colonel to second lieutenant. 
Those appointed colonel, lieutenant colonel and 
major were placed among regular Army offi- 
cers of corresponding grades, but captains, 
first lieutenants and second lieutenants, by an 
arbitrary interpretation of an act of Congress, 
were listed in accordance with length of serv- 
ice. Thus a man found qualified by examina- 
tion for a grade no higher than second lieu- 
tenant, if he Mad served one day longer than 
a man found qualified to be a captain, was 
jumped from second lieutenant to captain, and 
will be a major before the captain. As a re- 
sult, at the present time every regular Army 
officer has a chance to become a colonel be- 
fore he is retired, but relatively only a few

The legislation before Congress proposes 
that the Army promotion list be arranged as 
it should have been in 1920, with captains 
placed among captains, first lieutenants among 
first lieutenants, and second lieutenants 
among second lieutenants as originally ap- 
pointed. In general older men will be placed 
above younger men, but those who profited by 
the War Department interpretation will not 
be deprived of the grade and pay benefits thus 
obtained. The list will be so arranged that 
former emergency officers will have equal op- 
portunity with regular Army officers to reach 
the rank of colonel before they are retired. 

For eight years the question of Army pro- 
motion has been dragging along. Congress 
now has an opportunity to right a wrong. It 
should enact the bill clarifying the promotion 
situation, 


PRESIDENTIAL WEEK-ENDS. 


Congress would make a mistake, it seems 
to us, if it should spend money on Mount 
Weather for the purpose of making it a 
week-end home for the President. The Presi- 
dents should not be bound to spend their 


week-ends or vacations in any one place, and 
least of all at Mount Weather. Mr. Coolidge 
likes to fish, and so does Mr. Hoover, There 
is no fishing at Mount Weather, but even if it 
were a good fishing place it would not tempt 
a President who happened to prefer some 
other place.

YOSEMITE FORESTS IN DANGER. 


Congress has one last chance to preserve the 
privately-owned forests of Yosemite National 
Park in California. Representative Cramton, 
chairman of the Interior Department appropri- 
ations subcommittee, has introduced a bill in 
the House calling for an appropriation to pur- 
chase the Yosemite forest land still privately 
owned. Unless action on the measure is taken 
at the present session the opportunity for pre- 
serving some of the finest sections of sugar pine 
on the continent will be gone forever. 

The bill provides for appropriation of 
$1,000,000 to match an equal amount which 
is available from private sources. Congress 
has delayed action on the private lands ques- 
tion in Yosemite until one lumbering company 
is moving machinery into the timberlands with 
the purpose of beginning work by April. The 
movement is protested by 128,000 members of 
the American Nature Association, but they are 
powerless to stop destruction of the forest with- 
out an appropriation from Congress. 

The national parks of the West are becom- 
ing a greater asset to the United States each 
year. Congress has an opportunity of pre- 
serving part of one of the most beautiful of 
these parks for a sum that seems insignificant 
in view of the increasing importance of these 
national playgrounds. The situation should 
be brought forcefully to the attention of Con- 
gress and Mr. Cramton’s bill should be given 
attention before it is too late.

GAINS OUTDISTANCE 
DAY'S PRICE LOSSES 


Few Wild Spurts Feature 
Day’s Rather Lethargic, 
Light Trading. 


CARRIERS HOLD UP BEST

New York, Dec. 14.—Wild spurts by a 
few of the most volatile issues, narrow 
markets in many speculative favorites 
and lethargy in trading on the whole, 
despite still easier money conditions— 
such was the story written im figures 
on the New York Stock Exchange to- 
day. Net gains easily outdistanced 
losses both numerically and extent, 
but it was a weary drag for the general 
list. 

The recently sensationally weak Ra- 
dio and more moderately depressed Vic- 
tor Talking Machine were two of the 
longest jumpers. ‘Reports of a meeting 
of the directors of the two companies 
late on Thursday, at which terms for a 
merger were agreed upon in principle, 
were held to account for a leap of 44 
points in Radio, which held all but 2 
points of the advance and one of nearly 
27 points in Victor, which closed 19% 
net higher. A. M. Byers, the most ace 
tive of the pipe stocks, rose 22% points. 

International Nickel shares and cer- 
tificates soared into new altitudes for 
the third successive day and this time 
gained 22!4 and 19 points, respectively. 
Greene Cananea was up 734, Electric 
Auto Lite scored a gain of 6 v2, Mont- 
gomery Ward rights sold 7 points high- 
er, and a few more expervienced an im- 
pressive rise in prices, but the rest of 
the market was in sharp contrast to 
the scattering of flashy performers. 


Turnover Is 3,350,000 Shares. 


Prices, as a rule, were held in ruts 
within which they lazily jostled back 
and forth. The general run of stocks 
ended the day not far from previous 
final levels and the turnover was not 
much reater than that of the preced- 
ing session.

Profit taking, prevalent near the fin- 
ish, spread to the carrier division, but 
advances were rather well msintained.

Rubbers and Tobaccos Do Well. 


The rubbers and tobaccos also did well 
on the up side. Utilities and merchan- 
dising issues, aS a rule, quit with mod- 
est gains on day. Nine issues touched 
new highs for the year and thirteen new 
lows. 

The bid rate on bankers’ acceptances 
was dropped % per cent, widening 
the spread between the bid and asked 
price to a full %™% per cent. This 
change, however, is not a clear in- 
dication of an oversupply of bills or 
fundamentally firmer credit conditions. 
The most significant changes are those 
in the asking rate. The real impor- 
tance of the wider spread in bill rates 
is that it involves an undertaking on 
the part of dealers to carry heavier 
portfolios, thereby lessening to that 
extent the demands made upon the 
reserve system in periods like this of 
high money. On the other hand, the 
increase in the Federal Reserve hold- 
ings of bills did not indicate that they 
had adopted an easy money policy. 
The increase represented bills bought 
on a repurchase agreement to tide deal- 
ers over the tax rate. 

Sterling cables were slightly firmer a 
$4.85 3-16, Swiss francs improved 4 
point and Danish and Swedish crowns 
and pesetas rose 1% point, but German 
exchange eased a point. Far Eastern 
rates were about unchanged aside from 
a 5-point rise in Hongkong. Canadian 
dollers eased 3 points further, to 99.75. 
South American rates generally eased, 
Colombian pesos breaking % cent; 
Venezuela bolivars lost 7 points and 
Argentine pesos 3 points.

HOUSE FAILS TD GIVE 
WHITE flo QUARTER 


Blanton Has St. Elizabeths 
Item Stricken From 
Interior Bill. 


SENATE AID IS EXPECTED 


A provision allowing free quarters 
and other perquisites to Dr. William 
White, superintendent of St. Elizabeths 
Hospital, was knocked out of the Inte- 
rior Department appropriation bill on a 
point of order by Representative Blan- 
ton (Democrat), Texas, late yesterday. 
Shortly thereafter the House passed 
the bill, which carries a total of ap- 
proximately $285,000,000 to run the In- 
terior Department for the next fiscal 
year. 

A total of $2,410,180 is provided for 
four loca] institutions under the Inte- 
rior Department—St. Elizabeths Hospi- 
tal, Howard University, the Columbia 
Institution for the Deaf and Freed- 
men’s Hospital. 

It is expected that the provision for 
allowances for Dr. White will be re- 
stored to the bill when it reaches the 
Senate and that it will be in when the 
measure finally is enacted into law. 

Dr. White both was condemned and 
praised in the debate. The condemna- 
tory utterances came from Blanton, 
Schaefer (Republican) of Wisconsin, 
and Gilbert (Democrat) of Kentucky. 
The praise was voiced by Representa- 
tive French (Republican), of Idaho. 
Another speaker, O’Connor (Democrat) 
of Louisiana,|/ took Blanton and 
Schaefer to taSk for taking up time 
on an insigniffcant matter. 

Blanton and Schaefer recalled the 
recent ruling of Comptroller General 
McCarl, in which it was held that 
White was getting free quarters, heat 
and other allowances illegally. Mc- 
Carl ruled that these allowances 
amount to $11,000 a year. White's 
salary is $7,500 a year. Hence, he 
would owe the Government $3,500 at 
the end of every year. 

Blanton sought to amend the bill so 
Dr. White could not use an automobile 
provided for in the Dill, but his 
amendment was voted down.

RECORDER IN GLAGH 
WITH CONTROLLER 


Froe Says McCarl Order to 
Increase Pay Must Wait 
on Congress. 


ILLEGAL CUT IS CHARGED 


Comptroller General McCarl yesterday 
criticized Arthur G. Froe, recorder of 
deeds for the District of Columbia, for 
failure to put into effect properly the 
salary raises of the Welch pay act and 
then ordered Froe to increase his own 
and the salaries of practically his en- 
tire office staff retroactive to July 1. 

Froe said yesterday afternoon that 
he would take no action in the mat- 
ter until he sees where the money is 
coming from and this, he said, will not 
be until after funds to carry out the 
comptroller’s order are provided for by 
the congressional appropriations com- 
mittee. 

McCarl] said Froe deliberately 
decreased salaries just prior to the 
Welch act going into effect July 1, 
so that when the act did go into ef- 
fect the salaries were brought back 
only to their old level, which the Comp- 
troller General described as “unlaw- 
ful.” 

Indicating what salaries should be 
raised, McCarl told Froe to raise his 
own from $5,600 to $6,000 a year; the 
first deputy recorder, from $83,500 to 
$3,700; the second deputy, from $2,900 
to $3,100; Ida Jennings Strachan, from

Commissioners Uphold Ver- 
dict Returned Against Pair 
Linked in Graft. 


WHEELOCK PLEA WINS 
HIS REINSTATEMENT 


Private, Dismissed for Non- 
payment of Bills, Makes 
Pact With Creditors. 


Dismissal of Policemen R, L. Smith 
and R. G. Blasey from the police force 
for accepting bribes in connection with 
liquor traffic was confirmed by the Dis- 
trict Commissioners yesterday. 

Both Smith and Blasey were sen- 
tenced to dismissal after a trial which 
lated three days, May 22, 23 and 26 
last. Both have been employed in other 
work since and the question was brought 
before the Commissioners again on ap- 
peal by the men, 

Blasey, now employed by a business 
firm in Mount Rainier, Md., said he did 
not want to return to duty as a police- 
man, but mereely wanted his name 
cleared of the charges on which he was 
convicted before the trial board, the 
Commissioners were told by Inspector 
Henry G. Pratt. 

Smith, however, sought a new trial 
60 that he could get back on the police 
force. He is said to be working on his 
father’s farm at Cromwell, V1. 

Blasey was appointed to the police 
force December 16, 1924, and Smith 
was appointed on April 17, 1922, and 
the bribery charges against them created 
a stir when they were mad- public 
They were charged witn accepting va- 
rious amounts ranging from $20-to $30 
as bribes for not arresting alleged boot- 
leggers whom they knew wer? violating 
the liquor laws. 

Criminal charges against them were 
dropped after some months. 

The Commissioners’ reversed’ the 
dismissal verdict of the trial board tin 
the case of Private George B. Wheelock, 
of the Sixth Police Precinct. Wheelock 
was sentenced to dismissal following 
complaints of creditors that he would 
not pay his bills. 

Wheelock, who was appointed to the 
police force on April 4, 1905, and had 
an otherwise fine record in the service, 
pleaded illness of members of his fam- 
ily and worked out an arrangement 
whereby a specified amount of his sal- 
ary is to be paid on account to his 
creditors in proportion to the amount 
owed. The creditors agreed and the 
Commissioners approved.

Columbia Association Asks for 
Mandamus to Compel 
Rehearing of Case.

WANTS NEW STRUCTURE 
TO RISE FOR 110 FEET 


Charges Commission Works 
in Secrecy; Case Is 
Set for Friday. 


Suit for a mandamus to compel the 
District zoning commission to rehear 
a rezoning petition was filed in the 
District Supreme Court yesterday by 
the Columbia Medical Building Asso- 
ciation. The association is seeking to 
erect a new building at Ninteenth 


and I streets northwest to a height 
of 110 feet but the present zoning 
regulation of that area prohibits con- 
struction of building more than 90 
feet high. 

Justice Wendell P, Stafford, to whom 
the petition was offered, signed a rule 
directing members of the commission 
to show cause on next Friday why the 
mandamus writ should not be issued 
against them. 

Through its counsel, former District 
Commissioner Frederick A Fenning, 
the association complained that the 
commission considers reports from 
various local organizations in private 
conference at which there is no opposi- 
tion and refuses applications for re- 
zoning on.such reports. The associa- 
tion contended that all opposition 
should be developed at public hearings. 

The association declared permission 
was requested of the zoning commis- 
Sion to érect its building at the 110- 
foot height and a public hearing was 
scheduled on October 10. Without 
asking any questions, the association 
declared,. the commission took the 
petition under advisement and later 
announced the petition had been re- 
fused. The association charged the 
commission had received private re- 
ports on the petition from the Wash- 
ington Board of Trade, the Washing- 
ton Real Estate. Board, the Operative 
Builders Association and the local 
chapter of the American Institute of 
Architects before announcing refusal 
of the petition. The association's 
counsel, upon learning of the private 
reports, according to the complaint, 
asked for a rehearing, but was refused 
on the ground such procedure. was not 
“deemed wise” by the commission.

Executive Order Makes 
Monday Before Christ- 
mas a Full Day Off. 


Federal @mployes will get three 
Christmas holidays, beginning Decem- 
ber 23, President Coolidge making this 
possible yesterday by executive order 
granting them the Monday before the 
legal Christmas holiday, which this year 
falls on Tuesday. 

Several days ago the President, com- 
menting on the increase of half holi- 
days preceding legal ones, expressed the 
opinion that Congress should settle this 
matter by a rule applying for all time 
instead of leaving decisions up to the 
President and department heads.

Mechanics’ Lien Case

Largest Fossil. Yet Found 
Described by Discoverer 


Creature Was Sort of Hornless Rhinoceros, With Huge 
Legs, Heavy Body and Neck 12 Feet Long, Andrews

Dinosaur eggs 95,000,000 years old, 
other fossils 60,000,000 years old and 
implements made by man 20,000 years 
ago—vast numbers of years were de- 
scribed at the Washington Auditorium 
last night by Dr, Roy Chapman An- 
drews, who told members of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society of the results 
of his most recent expedition to the 
Gobi Desert of Asia. 


The most important discovery de- 
scribed was that of the bones of the 
largest mammal yet known to have ex- 
isted. The creature has not yet been 
named, but is known to have been a 
sort of giant hornless rhinoceros with 
huge ne 2 heavy body and a neck 
about 12 feet long. 

The bones of a new titanothere also 
were discovered. This partisular species 
had a nose extending upward for sev- 
eral feet, a projection that was appar- 
ently-used in fighting. The creature is

to be given a scientific name, Dr. An- 
drews said, which will mean “battering- 
ram-nosed beast.” 

Dinosaur eggs are getting older, Dr. 
Andrews told his audience. When the 
first of these hitherto unknown eggs 
was discovered several years ago they 
were tentatively placed as 10,000,000 
years old. Now, thanks to work by 
geologists and physicists in cooperation, 
their age has been pushed back 85,000,- 
000 additional] years. 

Last summer’s expedition, which 
turned out be a huge success, 
threatened for two months to be a flat 
failure, Dr. Andrews said. The . 
went far into western Mongolia and 
finally came into such barren and deso- 
late desert that there was neither food 
nor water for the camels and scores of 
the beasts died.

MILTON ELLIOTT. 49 
NOTED LAWYER, DIES 


Was Formerly Counsel to 
Comptroller of Currency 
and Federal Reserve. 


AIDED IN WAR FINANCES 


Milton Courtright Ellicott, 49 years 
old, a prominent attorney of the Dis- 
trict and formerly counsel to the 
Comptroller of the Currency and to the 
Federal Reserve Board, died last night 
at his home, 2209 Massachusetts ave- 
nue northwest, after a short illness. 

Elliott was taken ill after witness- 
ing the football game Thanksgiving 
Day between the Universities of North 
Carolina and Virginia. 


Born in Norfolk, Va., Elliott attended 
the public schools there and at Wil- 
mington, N. C. He attended both the 
Universities of North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia, studying law at the latter. After 
leaving college in 1902 he entered the 
practice of law in Richmond, and short- 
ly thereafter formed a partnership with 
Judge D. Tucker Brooke, of Norfolk. 

In 1907 the young attorney, having 
distinguished himself in banking law, 
was made counsel to the Comptroller 
of the Currency. Four years later he 
resigned to continue his private prac- 
tice, but was again appointed counsel 
to the comptroller in 1913. When the 
Federal Reserve Board was established 
he was made counsel to it, and also 
consulting counsel to the War Finance 
Corporation at the outbreak of the 
war. He was a delegate to the first 
and second Pan-American and financial 
conferences. 

Elliott married Miss Lucy Cocke, of 
Charlottesville, Va., December 29, 1906, 
by whom he is survived. Two sons, 
Warren G. Elliott and John Page 
Elliott; three brothers, Warren G. and 
George B. Elliott, of Wilmington, and 
Charles Elliott, of Cleveland, and two 
sisters, Mrs. Gordon Wilson and Miss 
Margaret Elliott, of Baltimore, also 
survive him.
